Q. Gentlemen, I defire you to inform the Publick 
and your Admirer, of the Ufe and Meaning of tke 
Figures in the firft Column of the Enghith Calendar,

A. The firft Figures are the Go/den Number, the 
Ufe of which is to fhew on what Day of the 
Month the New Moon falls. Thus in this Prefent 
Year the Golden Number being 1, you may find it 
placed over againft the 22d of Fan. the 21/? of 
Feb. the 23d of March, the 21/2 of April, &c. 
on which Days the New Moon is {uppofed to fall. 
The next Year 1711, the Golden Number 2, is 
placed againft the 12¢) of Fan. the 1oth of Feb, 
the 12th of March, Fc. which Davs in like Man- 
ner are fuppofed to be Novilunar. Thus we pro- 
ceed till the Cycle of 19 Years are Compleated ; 
after which the New Moons are fuppofed to begin 
again as at firfton Fan. 23d. Feb. 21/2. . March, 
23d, &c. and fothrough their whole Period to fall 
precifely on the fame Days as they did before. 
And therefore thefe Numbers were, for their Ex- 
cellent Ufe in fhewing on what Day of each 
Month i: is New Moon, Written in Golden Cha- 
racters, and thence called the Golden Number, It 
is true the Church of England does ftill retain the 
Ute of thefe Numbers, for the finding of Ba/ter, 
the Rule of which is, that Eaffer-Day is always the 
firft Sunday, after the firft Full Moon, which hap- 
pen next after the 21/? of March. And if the full 
Moon happens upon a Sunday, Eafier- Day is the 
Sunday after. This Full Moon is not always the 
true or Aftronomical Full Moon, bur differs from 
ic atthis Time 4 Days ; and therefore ir is not te 
be fought for in an Ephemeris but in the Bcclefia- 
ftical Calendar, according as the Golden Number 
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poins v@ i. Sorhar co make the Golden Number 
of any Ufe at Prefent for finding of the New 
Moon any Month. we muft always reckon 5 Days 
inclufively backwards from that Day of the Month 
againft which the Golden “Number of any given 
Year is placed. Thus fort Inftance, this Prefent 
Year the Golden Number 1, is placed in the Month 
of September againft the 16h Day, when as the 
New Moon actually falls upon the 12¢h, that is, 5 
Days reckoned inclufively backwards. The Rea- 
fon of this Difference beiween the Ecclefiaftical 
and Aftronomical New Moon is this. The Julian 
Year contains 365 Days and 6 Hours, which being 
Multiplied by the Lunar Cycle 19, makes 6939 
Days and 18 Hours, Bur the Lunar Year being 
Multiplied by the fame Number and its Embolif- 
mical Months added to it produce only 6939 Days 
and 16: Hours. So rhat there is the Difference of 
1* berween the Lunar Cycle and 19 Fulian Years, 
and therefore after the Revolution of 19 Years, 
there is nor an exact Equation of the Motions of 
the Luminaries. This difference being long ncg- 
lected by the Writers of Calendars did by little 
and little produce great Errors in the Compuration 
of New and Full Moons, fo that now the differ- 
ence isnolefsthaa 4 Days. Notwithftanding, this 
Matter might with the Concurrence of Authority 
be eafily regulated.
